A 
box alarm was at once struck but when 
the com panics responded to this alarm 
the flames were coming through the 
roof and threatening other property, 
so a general alarm was struck to call 
more men and hose.,After streams were 
thrown on the interior of the garage It 
did not take long to extinquish the 
flames but uot until the structure and 
Its contents had been pretty badly 
gutted and several adjoining buildings 
more or lees damaged.

EIGHT DAY CLOCKS.

Run Juat n Week. 


The French have a fashion of ex- 


pressing uu Indefinite but short period 
of time by the phrase "about eight 
days." 
Under similar conditions we 


would say "about a week." 
The 


French method seems unnatural, ours 
natural, for a week is a distinctly rec- 
ognized 'period. We believe there U 
only one way In which wo UBQ the 
eight day period, and that is In making 
docks. 


Did it ever occur to you why we 


have what is called an eight day clock 
and not one made to run exactly seven 
days? There is n good reason for It. 
A clock that is made to run eight days 
IB pretty .sure to be wound on a cer- 
tain day of the week, for it would be 
almost Impossible for any one to re- 
member to wiud It ou every eighth day. 
Therefore the interval between wind- 
ings Is seven days, precisely as the 
maker desired aud expected. 


The reason is that a clock runs bet- 


ter when It is not allowed to run dowa, 
or even nearly so. The same plan Is 
followed iu making a watch; it will run 
for thirty hours, but as nearly every 
man winds his watch at the same hour 
every day or night, the spring Is never 
fully exhausted, lleguliirlty In wind- 
Ing Is one of the best means of keeping 
u timepiece in order.

But being a 
patriotic gentleman, when Palm a was 
elected lie accepted the ministry to 
Washington as something "equally 
good" or almost so, and has since been 
living here in hopes that he might suc- 
ceed the moderate President when the 
latier'a term expired. Senor Quesada 
lost no time m getting into communi- 
cation with Oyster Bay, aud expressed 
his confidence that President Roose- 
velt would never destroy tbe Inde- 
pendence of Cuba except as a last re- 
sort lo protect the Cubans from them- 
selves. 
Mucb satisfaction has been expressed 


over the determination of Secretary 
Shaw to deposit $26(000,000 in govern- 
ment funds witb the principal deposit- 
ory banks of tbe country In order to 
help out tbe present money stringency. 
What the banks are most iu need of at 
tbe present moment Is ready cash, aud 
tbe government is willing to receive iu 
the Treasury as security any bonds, 
which, according to the laws of New 
York aud Massachusetts have been 
rated a» satisfactory security for sav- 
ings banks. Tbe liquid funds thus 
made available will help out consider- 
ably in the interior where ready money 
is required for moving crops. 
Tbe 


larger deposits, of course, will go to 
New York and Chicago, but 26 diller- 
eut cities from Boston, Muss., to New 
Orleans aud Sioux Falla, will also ben- 
efit, and while some of the money may 
be used iu speculation as the move- 
ment of tbe stock market iudicaled 
soon after the announcement of these 
deposits^was made, U will help the 
country at large at a time when the 
money market was sorely iu need of 
help. 
In the general anti-trust campaign 


Which has now been inaugurated,much 
the most important movement is the 
preparation of the suit against the 
Standard Oil Company, which only 
awaits the approval of Attorney Geue- 
ralMoody before it la put iutoeiTect.Juat 
how this campaign in going to be con- 
ducted lias not yet been divulged by 
the government, hut three of the best 
corporation lawyers obtainable have 
been retnlned aa special couusel for the 
Department of Justice. They are Messrs. 
Purdy, Morrison aud Kellogg, the 
latter for somo time counsel for the 
United States Steel Corporation, aud 
whose situation lu that corporation be- 
came unpleasant, if not untenable, be- 
cause he was not willing to lend his 
services to the fight against the North- 
ern Securities Company. All three of 
the gentlemen named have kept lu 
close touch with Commissioner or Cor- 
poration Garlleld in the investigation 
that he has made during the past two 
years of the Standard Oil Com puny 
business methods. It will be recalled 
thul one section of this report already 
has been published, and the methods 
of the Standard brought lo light were 
In themselves quite enough to justify 
a prosecution under the Sherman Antl- 
Trust Act.

nation for justice, who will not trade 
or compromise and whom money and 
honors' cannot buy." 
Then Moran and 


the rest of the ticket were nominated 
by acclamation. 


The delegates were disappointed by 


the non-appearance of Moran at

hall, but it was announced that he was 
prostrated at his home from overwork 
and could not come to express his ac- 
ceptance and his gratitude.

THE MASSES SATISFIED 


Disarmament ut Itevolntionary 


Forces Will lie Smooth and 


l{a»icl--Will Not iteceive 1'ay- 
ment For Their Arms, 


Havana. Oct. 1.—With far less os. 


tentatiou than accompanies the acces- 
sion of a new municipal administration, 
the government of Cuba was formally 
taken over by William II. Tuft, secre- 
tary of war of the United States, who. 
In a proclamation couched in a kindly 
and diplomatic tone, indicative of the 
policy he would pursue, declared him- 
self provisional governor of the Island. 


Governor Taft, Assistant 
Secretary 


of State Bacon and Captain 
McCoy, 


Taft's aide-de-camp, called officially at 
the palace and paid their respects to the 
retiring president. Taft spoke kindly 
to Palma, whom be said the people of 
Cuba owed an.unquestionable debt of 
gratitude. Paluia's brief reply was de- 
voted entirely to an expression of relief 
for the opportunity of shifting the bur- 
den of guiding the tempestuous repub- 
lic to the representatives of a nation 
strong enough to enforce control over it. 


The 
fact 
that 
the 
government 


changed hands from a position of abso- 
lute independence to the restraint of a 
temporary protectorate was received 
by the masses with utter indifference. 
Most of the thoughtful Cubans, while 
they feel a certain sensitiveness over 
the loss of the island's sovereignty, are 
Inclined to hope that the United States 
protectorate will be brief.

ready practically under way. Gen- 
eral Kuuston, chairman 
of the dis- 


armament committee, had two amicable 
conferences yesterday 
with Generals 


Guerra and Castillo and arranged a pro- 
gram perfectly satisfactory to all con- 
cerned. Funston says that the wlndup 
will be so smooth and rapid that it will 
take much less time than bad been an- 
ticipated. 


The first landing of any considerable 


number of Americans took place last 
night, when 450 marines came ashore 
from the squadron in the harbor. This 
force proceeded for Clenfuegos on a spe- 
cial train. It is expected that this move- 
ment is not made on account of any 
actual trouble In'Clenfuegoa, but for 
the purpose of exerting a calming Influ- 
ence on the local situation, which con- 
tains some possibility of a conflict by 
reason of the tense feeling existing be- 
tween the government volunteers and 
the Insurgents. 


The disarmament commission has de- 


cided that the rebels shall not receive 
payment for their anus, but each man 
will be given transportation and sub- 
sistence until he reaches home. 
The 


program of disarmament is simply that 
one member of the commission, accom- 
panied by one or more representatives 
of the revolutionists, will visit each 
command. The arms will be deposited 
with the battalion commander, who 
will turn them over to the commission. 
The rebels will take their horses home, 
the animals which have been stolen to 
be returned later to the 
owners 
on

afternoon. 
The bodies of these men 


were recovered from the mines as the 
result of the heroic work of a band of its 
men constituting a rescue party that 
worked incessantly. 


It was not until 7:30 o'clock last1 


evening that the rescuers reached a 
point near the entry where the explo- 
sion occurred. The work of rescue was 
very slow, as the conditions confronting 
the party were difficult to surmount. 


The authorities anticipated the fear- 


ful extent of the casualties by ordering 
a carload of coffins and burial sup- 
plies, which are now on the way. The 
order Is being rushed at IHuetielii and 
the burial supplies Include 00 coffins.

against young MeiUle. The indictment 
was secret and. was not made known 
until the arrest last night. 


Charles Meikle was an employe of 


the General Klectric company. 
He 


lived with his sou at 23 Congress street, 
in tills city, and as he had been in poor 
health for some time and had frequent- 
ly expressed to fellow workmen HIM! 
other friends a desire to end his life, the 
announcement that he had been found 
dead from a revolver shot at his home 
was received with no great surprise, 
and the verdict of Medical Examiner 
I'iukliam lhar it was a case of suicide 
was ginenilly accepted. 


The bullet which killed Meikle en 


tered the right side of the head, back 
of the ear. A revolver of S2 calibre 
was found mi an iee elii-<t in the kitchen 
where the body lay. Kdgar Meikle. the 
sou, told the officers when the 
body 


was discovered that when 
h'e went 


home that day his father said that he 
was tired of life and that he was going 
to end it. Then, according to the boy, 
the elder Meikle tired the 
fatal 
shot, 


and tbe boy afterward tooktherevolver 
and laid it on the ice-chest. 


In his investigation 
of the 
case, 


Deputy Chief Xeal of the state police 
discovered Hint, while the bullet which 
killed Meikle entered the right side of 
his head, the man was left-handed, and 
this led to a suspicion that there was 
foul play In connection with the case. 
Further 
Investigation showed 
that 


there was no singeing of the hair, as 
might have been the case had the re- 
volver been held close to the head, and 
that there had been frequent quarrels 
between the boy and his father because 
of Edgar's refusal to go to school. Ac- 
cording to the state police, there was a 
quarrel between the two on tile after- 
noon of the tragedy. 


The Inquest, which was held before 


Judge Kerry of the I-ynu police court, 
was continued for several months for 
various causes, the last session having 
been held In August. When tin-grand 
jury met at Lawrence in September an 
indictment against young Meikle was 
returned secretly.

VENEERED WOOD.

If the art of veuceriiis were not tlie 


extensive art It la today. It would be 
Impossible for uuy bul the cuuiuai'a- 
llvely few who have a goi.d supply of 
the almighty dallar to possess any tine 
articles of furniture at all 
Veneering 


is not a new art, but the earliest 
American 
cabinetmaker^, 
although 


using It to sonn: extent, preferred as- 
tt rule thi! solid wuoil furniture. 


Today hunlwood trees, such us the 


oak, walnut and ash, huve bwn nmdii 
more valuable by the Invention of ve- 
neering uiiichluury which will enable 
thy logs to be sliced up into layers uf 
uniform thickness of less Hum one- 
twentieth of an Inch. In the old days 
this process was all by bund mid was 
a slow and arduous undertaking. 


The advantages of veneered wood 


are that it will not crack, swell nor 
warp In the changes from hut to cold 
weather, and In the case of doors, for 
Instance, It uiukes them lighter and 
more easily bundled. 


Foi our finest pieces of furniture 


tho best of oak, walnut or ash is 
used, and it may be seen how much 
one of these trees is worth. Cut into 
thin slices, it will give hundreds of 
feet of veneer. A large walnut, tree, 
for Instance, will be made Into a large 
amount of veneer atid is sought by ex- 
pert woodsmen. Found in the heart 
of the woods or on some lonely farm, 
it is bought by the agent working 
for the interests of a veneering <jom- 
pany, and ten times as much is paid 
for it to Its owner as would be for 
ordinary lumber. 


The process Includes the cutting and 


trimming of the tree, sawing Into logs 
of convenient lengths and then the. 
cooking of these logs. They are boiled 
until soft and pliable In a vat of hot 
water or steam. They are then sent 
to the veneering machines, where they 
are sliced or sawed' into pieces from 
one-tenth to one-thirtieth of an Inch 
In thickness, of absolutely the same 
thickness all over. Their soft, pliable 
condition prevents them from crack- 
Ing or bri'akiii!-'. 


The cabinet workers then apply 


these slices to the articles of furni- 
ture, gluing them on with the grain 
running in opposite directions and with 
no Joinings visible. Instead of mak- 
ing a weaker article the surface Is 
really toughened and hardened by this 
crossgrain* work, • and it may also be 
polished to a higher luster than the 
solid wood.—Brooklyn Eagle.

A Doctor S»T« It Will Vaccinate Torn 


Agnlnit Consumption. 


"The Idea of vaccination against con- 


sumption is not a new Idea," said a 
physician. 
"And, furthermore, you 


and I 'have unconsciously- many times 
perhaps vaccinated ourselves against 
this disease." 


"I have vaccinated myself against 


consumption? I must have done it in 
my sleep, then." 


"Not at all. Let me explain. 
"Chauvean, Baumgarten. Crises, Ben- 


ring, Calmette, Guerin and other emi- 
nent Investigators have taught us that 
the germs of consumption—the bacilli, 
the little living creatures that eat up 
the lungs—do not enter our lungs 
through the respiratory 
tract, but 


tbrough the intestines—that is to say, 
we don't breathe In consumption 
germs; we eat them. 


"In the region of the Intestines, there- 


fore, these men for some years con- 
ducted their vaccinations for consump- 
tion. They took calves, and they vac- 
cinated these calves with milk con- 
taining dead bacilli. Afterward they 
gave the calves milk containing live 
bacilli, and, whereas this latter milk 
caused deadly consumption in ordinary 
calves, among those that had been 
vaccinated no evil effect what -ver en- 
sued. 


"Among animals and perhaps among 


men milk eoutainlug dead consump- 
tion germs makes a virus which, ap- 
plied to the intestines, is a sure cure 
for consumption. 


"Therefore, when you and I drink 


our milk, boiled (as we should always 
do despite the oystery taste), we are, 
If the milk happens to contain bacilli, 
-actually IntroJucing into our intestines 
the virus t!:at. among animals at least, 
is consumption's sure preventive. 


"Moral.—Drink boiled milk only."—

What to Do When Von Snee*e or Feel 


the Wnrr.liiK Chill.

the blood, to which one is first sensi- 
tive through a feeling of chill. 
So

The usual notion is that by going In- 


floors, by chan:,-in;.; to heavier clothing

phere the danger is averted. These 
precautions am all well enough; but 
the first and most efficacious measure 
(hould be to restore the. quick flow of 
warm blood through every ,-etn, and 
10 by heat Instantly counteract the 
little chill. 


When the temperature of the body 


or extremities ,ls lowered, or a sudden 
chill or quick change from warm to 
cold 
temperature 
Is endured, 
take 


three or four deep breaths through the 
nostrils, expand the lungs to their full- 
est extent, holding the inhaled air as 
long as possible, and then slowly ex- 
bale It through the mouth. 
In doing 


this the inflation of the lungs sets the 
heart Into such quick motion that the 
blood Is driven with unusual force 
along Its channels, and so runs out into 
the toes and finger tips, and sets up a 
quick reaction against the chill. 
In 


Short, the whole effect is to stir the 
blood and set It In motion as from 
rapid exercise.—Philadelphia Ledger. 


WHERE CATS CAN'T LIVE. 


In Very Hivh Altitudes the Fcllnw 


Go Mad and DI*. 


Cats go mud and die in high alti- 


tudes. Leadville, Colo., la a city over 
10,000 feet above s.ea level, and there 
Is not a single cat in the pliice that lias 
been there more than three monthi. 


The greater tho height above sea lev- 


el the greater the degree of nervous- 
ness both in people and the dumb ani- 
mals. Even in Denver, which ia only 
half as high as Leadville, cats are high 
strung and flighty, given to sudden 
fits of archiug their backs and growl- 
ing at nothing. But they do not go 
mad iu Denver with the same unanim- 
ity that they do-in Leadville. In the 
latter place cats seem to be more than 
usually drowsy when they are first 
brought there and spend nearly every 
hour of the twenty-four hi sleep. This 
condition will last a week or two, and 
la succeeded by a state of ordinary 
well being, which terminates at a 
greater or less interval of time by their 
luddenly having a violent fit, which in 
a human tc~s -rrould be called hys- 
terics. These fits are repeated with 
continually increasing frequency until 
one more violent than any of its pred- 
ecessors carries the cat off. Evan kit- 
tens born in high altitudes never seem 
to get accustomed to them and invari- 
ably go the way of their parents.—New 
York Herald.

Thencoines 
the Latin extraueus, which means out- 
side. The old, French word, from this 
estrange, means an outsider, but es- 
trange give us tbe wont etranger by 
dropping tbe "s," aud stranger by drop- 
ping the "e."

rived the town name "Middletown" 
from "Moses" by dropping the "iddle- 
towu" and adding "oses."—St. Nicho- 
las.
